Increase In 


Life Member Dues 
Effective November 2, 2012 


The Board of Directors of The American Iris Society 
voted to increase the Single and Dual life member 
dues effective November 2, 2012. 


A Single Life Membership is now $1,000 
A Dual Life Membership is now $1,500 


AIS Life Membership provides the member 
with a lifetime of quarterly magazines and access to 
other membership services at no additional cost. Life 
membership dues were increased so that when those 
funds are invested in interest-bearing accounts, they 
should earn enough annual interest to cover the yearly 
costs of the AIS Bulletin. 

This has not been happening for the last several 
years, and the life membership program is continuing to 
lose money for the AIS at an increasing rate. There is 
no way around the fact that interest rates on certificates 
of deposit and money market accounts continue to stay 
very low and may not increase much in the next several 
years. AIS investment policy states that investments 
funds can only be put into federally insured certificates 
of deposit or money market funds. 

During this past fiscal year, the amount of money 
earned on Life Member Restricted Investments covered 
only $7.49 of the average total cost per member of $17.66. 

The Board of Directors does not want to raise dues 
to any members. All members are important to us and 
the organization, but the AIS cannot afford to allow the 
dues of regular members to subsidize the cost of Life 
Members. 

Those of you who are current life members will be 
not asked for any additional dues. However future life 
member funds need to earn enough to cover the annual 
cost of four quarterly issues of the magazine. At current 
interest rates, funds from future life members can earn 
between 1-2 % per year. This should be enough to 
cover annual life member costs unless or until costs or 
interest rates change.

X In Your Backyard 


What's happening in your garden? A reader-driven feature in Irises!

Sterling reached the pinnacle of iris hybridization when 
he was awarded the Dykes Medal by The American Iris 
Society in 1996 for his cultivar ‘Before the Storm’ (1989). 

I like plicatas, and Sterling introduced many plicatas. 
His plicatas were not the ordinary, classic purple or blue 
plicata everyone was used to. They are motley with 
unexpected color combinations splashed all over. This 
would include examples like “Tennessee Gentleman’ 
1991), ‘Ominous Stranger’ (1993), ‘Colorwatch’ (1987), 
and ‘Behind Closed Doors’ (1997). Then there are 
the strange names he liked to bestow on his cultivars, 
like ‘Aggressively Forward’ (1995), “Hokeypokey’ 
(1986), ‘Lascivious Dreams’ (1995), and ‘Frothingslosh’ 
(1993). My favorite of all that have bloomed so far is 
‘Exclusivity’ (1999). This iris is very striking in any 
light, but shines most in the sunshine. It draws you in 
from across the garden. 

I started this project with just under 200 cultivars, 16 
of which were hybridized by Sterling. Ironically, all 16 
had been acquired the month before the project began! 
I needed to come up with a way to fulfill my new quest. 
I came up an acronym: DICED. “DICED” stands for: 
Document, Identify, Collect, Enjoy, Display. 


For now, the “Display” aspect is just in my garden. 
The preservation of Sterling’s work became a local/ 
regional priority shortly after I started the project 
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with the conclusion being that the region in which a 
hybridizer worked should be the region that supports 
and collects their work for future generations. 
Ultimately, the goal is to pass the collection to some 
organization that can nurture the collection to a more 
public display. This could be a university, college, 
memorial gardens (like Presby), or an arboretum. 
Many folks from my region have helped with a plant 
or two and many stories. 

So where am I now? I now grow just under 
400 cultivars, of which 117 were hybridized by 
Sterling. The 117 represents 55% of the total known 
introductions made by Sterling, which currently stands 
at 213. My “Sterling” collection represents 30% of my 
total collection. So did I meet my stated goal to limit 
reckless expansion? Probably not at this point. The 
reason? Well, I doubled my collection in two years. 
Of that, half can be attributed to my Sterling Innerst 
theme. I did add two more themes which accounts 
for an additional 25 cultivars! I still am collecting 
Dykes Medal winners (I have 26), and I added another 
local hybridizer—Joan Roberts. She is working with 
rebloomers, has only introduced 24 cultivars (I have 
12), is still around, lives in the next town over from 
me, and I am now getting to do the things I thought 
I would be doing with Sterling Innerst. I can only 
wonder how my garden would look if I did not have 
my themes to slow me down.

The Sterling Project 


| am starting to have a serious space issue 
with my iris collection. I have gotten to the point 
that I need to implement some sort of “theme” for 
my iris garden. The days of haphazardly acquiring 
iris cultivars are over, because I just don’t have the 
space. A theme would be a good way to limit my 
“reckless” expansion, so I do not outstrip the space I 
have. Some will venture to say that this is a misguided 
plan at best and pure folly at worst. Maybe so, but I 
need to try. 

Picking a theme sounds easy enough, right? 
I could try the “tried and true” Dykes Medal 
winners theme. This is great if you like a lot of 
blue and historics. I like both, but this is being 
done in lots of places. I need something a bit 
more off the beaten path and challenging. What 
to do—color, type, medians? Medians weren’t an 
option—someone else nearby has an MIS Display 
Garden with over 350 cultivars. But what about 
one hybridizer, and if so, which one? Then it hit 
me—local. Local hybridizer! This seemed like the 
best plan as I could work with the hybridizer and 
my local iris society members to collect the needed 
cultivars. Now, I need to pick one. 

I chose Sterling Innerst. He was a member of 
my local iris society, lots of members had his plants, 
his varieties were unique, and this fit my idea for a 
suitable theme. I arrived at this plan in August of 
2010. I mentioned this idea to a couple of folks at my 
local club’s picnic and all were enthusiastic about it. 
I wanted to meet Sterling and talk to him about my 
ambitious project. Sadly, I never had the chance. He 
died shortly thereafter. Thus, the “Sterling” project 
started in earnest. 

Sterling Innerst was a prolific iris hybridizer who 
registered and/or introduced over 200 irises during 
his lifetime. He introduced irises in several categories 
including border bearded, intermediate bearded, 
tall bearded, miniature tall bearded, Japanese, and 
standard dwarf bearded. His main focus was TBs.

Harriet Tubman 


In the fall of 2011, we were visited by a group commissioned by 
the state of Maryland to do a study for a 2013 tourism initiative 
on Harriet Tubman, a slave who helped lead hundreds of slaves to 
freedom along the Underground Railroad. 2013 marks the 100th 
anniversary of Tubman’s passing, and the state is preparing to celebrate 
the date by locating historic sites from her life and promoting tourism 
in the area. Imagine our surprise to learn that our property may have 
been a part of the original plantation in Preston, Maryland, where 
Harriet Tubman lived and conducted freedom operations! 

The state is building a tourist center in Cambridge, Maryland, 
and has mapped out the “Harriet Tubman Byway,” a tourist route 
which passes right by our property. The study group was excited 
to learn that we were growing irises, which would be a lovely 
landscape for tourists passing by. When they found out I had begun 
hybridizing irises, one gentleman asked if perhaps I might name 
one after Harriet Tubman! 

Wow, what a challenge! My first crop of seedlings was crossed in 
2008, so the first year’s germination had not all come into bloom until 
that year and was rather limited. As many beginner hybridizers find, 
those first crosses were not necessarily spectacular. I had only a fair 
number of nice irises to cross in 2008, so it would be a challenge to 
find one that was good enough to introduce and that would somehow 
represent the life of Harriett Tubman. 

I went to the photo files of my seedlings to look for one that might 
fit the bill and was pleased to find one. Seedling 08-10B, from Cuss 
A Blue Streak X Home Fires Burning, was a good grower with nine 
buds nicely spaced on three branches and a spur. Its form was modern 
enough to be pleasing, but not too modern for such a historic figure. 
The coloring was a cocoa-pink blend (symbolizing Tubman’s quest 
to give blacks the same freedom that whites enjoyed) with mustard 
yellow beard and shoulders (symbolizing that she “mustered” the 
courage and “shouldered” the call to be a light—a ray of hope—ffor 
her people). The cocoa-pink falls sport a lavender blue flash radiating 
down from the beard, reminding us that she served as a nurse, scout 
and spy for the Union Army. 


Errata 


The more I thought about it, the 
more I liked the iris to be her namesake. 
I moved it out of the seedling row to a 
reselect bed and divided it to increase for 
introduction. When it bloomed this year, 
it had become darker overall, presumably 
because of the difference in soil. While I 
haven’t tested it, I believe the soil may be 
more acidic in the new bed. It may have 
been the weather, too. Whatever the cause, 
the cocoa pink had become cocoa brown, 
and the mustard yellow became darker 
as did the lavender blue flash. I like both 


versions and will introduce it in 2013 as 


‘Harriet Tubman’ to coincide with the 
100th anniversary celebration. Harriet 
Tubman will be my first introduction. 
Watch for it at the conventions! %

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The Care and Feeding 
of Rock Gardens

I didn’t set out to create a rock garden. It just sort of happened. What I wanted 
was an iris garden, and for a decade or so I thought I was reasonably successful. But 
the ongoing presence of rocks in my iris bed called my attention to an embarrassing 
fact. Rocks in my iris garden were growing faster and better than my irises. 

This fact was pointed out to me in my periodic reconstruction of my iris beds. 
Taking the irises out of the beds and digging in soil amendments to feed their voracious 
appetites had become a ritual every other year. I dug rocks out of my rocky soil each 
time I renewed the beds and left them in a pile for another use. 

However, each digging produced the same amount of rocks. Year after year, 
though I removed every rock larger than a pebble two years prior, there were still 
rocks in the beds. Then it hit me—the pebbles I was not removing because they 
were so small were growing into larger rocks. It was probably due to all the care and 
attention I was applying to the irises. I was growing rocks, and doing a better job of 
it than I was of growing irises. 

There is a prejudice in the geological community that rocks only change over 
very long periods of time. I too held this prejudice for a long time. In light of my 
observations in my iris garden however, I have had to admit the truth. Rocks will 
respond to care, and I am very good at caring for rocks. 

There is no other reasonable explanation for the ongoing presence of rocks, year 
after year, discovered by my shovel and my tiller. The rocks I had removed from the 
garden in previous years have not grown at all. I conclude it was my care that was 
causing the small rocks to grow into larger ones. 

I now have a rock garden of my very own. I’ve always wondered what all the talk 
about rock gardens is about. Now I know. Apparently, though other people have 
rock gardens, they cannot grow rocks as well as I can. They seem to have their rocks 
sticking partly out of the ground, and that may be why the rocks don’t grow well. It’s 
clear to the most casual observer that rocks do not have roots, and therefore need to 
be completely buried to absorb enough nutrients to grow in any measurable way. 

For those who want to try to grow their own rock garden, fertilize heavily. Rocks 
need a lot of amendments to grow successfully. Water about the same as you would 
for irises. Rocks and irises seem to need nearly identical conditions. While you are 
waiting for your rocks to grow, you might as well plant irises in the beds. They are a 
good companion plant for rocks. %

The (Microscopic) 
World of Irises 


Dr. John Heimke, avid irisarian and Ne 
biology professor at Russell Sage College :

formulated and pollen from SDB ‘Near Myth’ (Aitken, 1998). He shared these fascinating photos, magnified at 100X 
from his microscope camera. The first photo shows germinating pollen after 12 hours, while the second shows pollen 
tube development 24 hours after germinating. 
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A few months ago, we received an email from Kurt Davidson (kcdavisons@hotmail.com), great nephew of the 
late iris hybridizer Frank P. Jones. Kurt is on a mission to learn more about his great uncle’s hybridizing, including 
tracking down some of his varieties for a tribute. His note prompted us to do a little digging. According to the 
Iris Registry, Frank Jones introduced seven irises, all rebloomers, including the familiar ‘Autumn Bugler’ (1986) 
and ‘Lady Emma’ (1986), both of which have reputations as strong growers and reliable rebloomers, especially in 
northern climates. If you have a story about the late iris breeder to share or a piece of one of his introductions, get 
in touch with Kurt. Pictured below are two other introductions—’Grape Adventure’ (Jones, 1985) and ‘September 
Replay’ (Jones, 1992)—and photos of the late Mr. Jones with fellow hybridizers Lloyd Zurbrigg and John Weiler. 
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Bucket List? 


The only list you might be making after reading this 
clip is a list of supplies to go build one of these ingenious 
little contraptions yourself. Designed and built by 
Lancaster, CA-area iris lover Al Escarcega, this “bucket” 
was born of necessity. After trying various ways to 
transport irises to the annual iris show and having little 
luck, Al pioneered a design from recycled materials. 

Al says you can start with any bucket, round, 
rectangular or square, so long as it’s five gallons or less in 


volume. He first used an empty laundry detergent bucket. 
He then made a base of lumber to fit the inside bottom of 
the bucket and then measured to see how many cans will 
fit 15 ounces cans. Al screwed six cans to the base then 
inserted a plastic bottle in the cans, preferring 16 ounce 
Snapple® containers. Why Snapple®? They have a larger 
opening than other bottles he found, comfortably fitting 
larger stalks of irises that smaller containers wouldn't. 
After fitting the bottles into the cans, he fashioned a 
lumber topper, drilled holes, and crafted his first show 
stalk carrier. A venerable show champion, Al fills the 
bottles before inserting the stalks, cuts his prize-winning 
stems and heads off to competition. 
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AIS Social Media Manager Andi Rivarola does an excellent job of coordinating photos and short essays about all 


things iris. Bryce Williamson typed a November tribute to famed iris breeder Joe Gatty, replete with a photo tour of 
the hybridizer’s award-winning and popular introductions. In December, Jim Hedgecock offered some reassuring 
words of encouragement and advice to gardeners suffering in the near-continental-wide drought. You can read all 
the latest blogs and search the archives at theamericanirissociety.blogspot.com. 
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The Iris Lovers group on Facebook is a very active 
community of 1,361 people who regularly post photos, answer 
questions, and engage each other on a range of topics relating to 
growing, judging, evaluating, and hybridizing irises. Throughout 
the summer and fall, the topic of wide crosses has come up, 
driven by an initial question from Walter Moores of Mississippi 


as to everyone's definitions of wide crosses. 


Betty Wilkerson (Kentucky): 

“My definition has changed in the last thirty years. 
Originally I thought it meant diploid x tetraploid etc. Now, 
I tend to think of it as anything that is not line breeding.” 


Lucy Burton (Massachusetts): 
“When something horrible appears or as an excuse.” 


Linda Mann (Tennessee): 
“Unrelated for many generations and selected in 
different climates.” 


Tom Waters (New Mexico): 

“T think of it as a relative term. If you’re working inbred 
lines, crossing two different lines is “wide.” My preference 
is to use the term only when speaking of crosses between 
different types of iris: aril x bearded, pseudacorus x ensata, 
cal x sib, or crosses between bearded irises with different 
chromosome configurations.” 


Walter Moores (Mississippi): 

“Tom, your thoughts on wide crosses coincide with 
mine. I remember this same discussion on iris-l or iris- 
talk many years ago basically with a different 


audience. I’ve always thought it meant more —_— 
than crossing outside of a line.” f 


Anita Moran (Maryland) later shared a few photos of 
wide crosses from her own backyard, adding that for her wide 
crosses either refer to traditionally produced IBs (SDB x TB), 
irises that lack common parentage within five generations, 
or species that wouldn’t otherwise cross in the wild without 
human intervention. %

The next garden farther west is at the home of 
Happy and Gordon Carver. Happy and Gordon enjoy 
growing irises in the country. Gordon is Region 17’s 
Regional Vice-President. Their home rests on top of a 
small hill overlooking Weatherford. The Carvers grow a 
large variety of irises including a wonderful collection of 
Louisiana irises along the driveway. 

Another 25 miles farther west we will see cactus and 
mesquite trees and the Clark Botanical Garden. The Clark 
Garden is the master planting for the convention. My 
husband’s uncle Max has once again invited us to plant irises 
and enjoy their garden. The Clark Garden was on tour in 
1993 when Fort Worth hosted the national convention and 
also in 2000 when Dallas hosted the convention. The gardens 
have continued to grow and develop since 2000.

Our garden occupies a little over two acres 
in southeast Dallas County. Hooker and I grow our 
iris and daylily seedlings in this garden.

the bearded ones. The Mesquite Garden is also home to 
Texas bluebonnets and other Texas wildflowers. 

We will have lunch at the Dallas Arboretum that 
overlooks the tranquil White Rock Lake.

Pre-Sales begin January 1, 2013 
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This is the third article about my work with 
reticulata iris’. Lets do a quick recap. Reticulata iris 
start blooming right as the snow disappears, which 
makes them the perfect plant to have to help shake 
off the winter blahs. After a long winter, you can 
imagine what a delight it is to see these first signs of 
spring. Typically that’s the last week of March here 
in Toronto, Ontario, though in recent winters they’ve 
started flowering as early as mid-March due to warmer 
weather. Reticulata iris typically flower in blue and 
purple. There is also the lovely lemon yellow Iris 
danfordiae. When new varieties are introduced into 
the Dutch trade, it’s more of the same: another shade 
of blue or purple. What I have done is open up that 
world to a rainbow of color. 

In part, I did this by crossing Iris sophenensis and 
I. danfordiae. The result was “just blues”’. The first 
generation hybrids (F,) were all blues, with hair-like 
standards. These very narrow standards are a result of 
he bristle standards of I. danfordiae, which is only five 
millimeters long, combining with a normal standard 
(typically 7 x 30 mm in dimensions). In further 
generations the standards tend to be half-length hairs, 
but on occasion can be almost normal standards. 

It was in the second generation that things began 
to open up. The very first F, hybrid was ‘Starlight’ (94- 
HW-1), a white with blue accents. To think of colors like 
light switches, in ‘Starlight’ the blue got turned off, the 
yellow got turned off, and revealed an underlying pattern 
that I refer to as accents, consisting of blue dotting near 
the throat of the fall and blue stripes along either side 
of the style arm. Overall the F, hybrids can be classified 
into five groups: whites (with blue or green accents), 
yellows (danfordiae-like), blues (light blue to dark blue), 
yellow-blues (yellow with blue spotting, yellow with 
blue veining, through greens, and all the way to browns), 
and what I call “spotted light blue-green.” Adding a 
third reticulata that I collected near Cat, Turkey really 
opened things up and showed, for example, that orange 
is possible. 

What I would like to do in this article is let you know 
1) what exciting new hybrids have bloomed for the first 
time in the past five years, 2) let you know how things 
are going in getting them to market, and 3) provide some 
additional thoughts about cultivation.

What’s New 

So what new and exciting things have bloomed in the 
past five years? First, let’s remember that here in Toronto 
it takes five (occasionally four) years to go from a seed 
to a flowering bulb. Interestingly that means that nearly 
all the hybrids that bloomed for the first time since my 
last article were already planted when it was published. 
Can you imagine what even more exciting things are 
waiting to open in the next few years from the seed that 
is currently planted? 

What I’ve been able to accomplish in just a couple of 
generations is truly impressive, even magical! Of course 
along the way there have been a lot of ordinary blues, 
yellows, etc. produced. My goal is to do whatever I can 
to break away from the ordinary and come up with the 
unusual. I keep asking myself what I can do to shake up 
the genes and bring more amazing things to life. One 
thing I would really love to create is a pink reticulata. At 
this point Pm not sure that it is possible, but let’s have 
fun trying. 


Getting to Market 

It’s been a slow, uphill battle, getting into the 
Dutch market. The first grower began testing my 
hybrids 15 years ago. At one point there were 4 
growers testing them. Two dropped out and are 
pursuing their own hybridizing efforts. Their paths 
are different from mine. One seems to be working 
with tetraploid blues and purples, and the other is 
focusing mainly on I. winogradowii hybrids. The 
original grower and his son, Wim de Goede and Mark, 
have continued to building up stock of several of my 
hybrids and are close to being able to start wholesale 
sales of a couple. 

Pll just point out that each of the growers knew 
about the others, and they were given exclusive rights 
to the varieties they were growing. I had hopes that we 
could eventually form a cooperative of sorts’. I knew 
there was a significant potential in the direction I was 
headed, and that no one grower would be interested 
in all of my best hybrids*. It was also a matter of 
finding out what each of the growers was interested 
in growing and marketing. In a sense it’s too bad my 
work wasn’t five to 10 years further along. If it had 
been, there’s a possibility they would be propagating 
my hybrids today. 

3 Interestingly, now several years later, these growers are 
cooperating on other bulbs such as tulips. 
4 From the point-of-view of large-scale propagation and 


the fact that no more than ~15% of land is used at any one 
time for reticulatas due to crop rotation. 
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Maybe I really just don’t know what the market 
for Reticulata Iris is like. Certainly I had, and still 
have, hopes of being able to grow the market once 
people see what wonderful new hybrids are available. 
I don’t believe that the market is a fixed size, and that 
if something new is introduced, something needs to be 
taken out. That’s probably true if all you are doing is 
introducing another blue. People only have an appetite 
for so many blues. 

In recent years ‘Alida’ and ‘Pixie’ (both sports from 
‘Harmony’), one lighter blue and the other violet, have 
been introduced. A new variety “Blue Note’, which is 
a sport of Pauline, is showing up in Dutch cultivation 
statistics (indicating the stock is fairly large). The two 
firms I referred to above, clearly intend to introduce 
several of their own hybrids in the next couple of years, 
and I know of an additional firm that also has some 
new hybrids/sports based on J. winogradowit. I need to 
get with it and built up stock of several of my hybrids 
pictured here. I can’t just wait around and let others take 
over the market by getting there first. 

One of the most frustrating things is how long it 
takes to build up stock (see table below). This is due to 
the scale of the problem—to go from a single bulb to 
hundreds of bulbs, or better yet, tens of thousands, while 
doing so at a reasonable price. The initial propagation 1s 
quite expensive because it’s all hand labor. Once you have 
a couple of thousand bulbs, then you can use machines, 
which brings the cost down, but it still takes many, many 
years to build up the numbers. In theory, a lab can be 
used to shorten the process, but there’s a significant up- 
front cost involved. 

With a lab, once you’ve initiated a clone, a year can 
roughly be simulated by a 12-week cycle. There’s also a 
lengthy hardening off process required prior to delivery 
of the bulblets. The bulblets then need to be planted out 
and grown to full-size bulbs over the course of about 
two years, resulting in an overall process that takes four 
to five years. 


Table 1. Rate of increase (y-axis) over time. 
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Looking at the table you can see that if something 
spectacular blooms for the first time this year, it will 
take 6-7 years before there are 100 flowering-size 
bulbs. Another three years and there could be 1000 
bulbs. Still another three years and there could be 
10,000. Twelve-plus years later, we’re close to having 
enough to start sales. 

Keep in mind that the rate of increase varies from 
year to year, and there are no guarantees. You can have 
problems that can cause setbacks. Generally when 
this happens it takes two or more years to clear up the 
problem, and then rebuild the stock to where it had 
been. In the past I have made use of a lab in Holland, 
but there were issues. The work seemed to go well. A 
quantity of bulblets was delivered. However on one 
occasion the grower told me that only 10% survived, and 
in two subsequent years, none survived! The lab claims 
they now know what the problem was and that the issues 
have been resolved. 

Don’t forget that lab work is expensive. To get the 
most advantage it really needs to be done in the early 
years and in sufficient quantity. Of course there's the very, 
very important issue of needing grower commitment. 
When I first started the lab work, growers questioned 
why I would have done that. To them it didn’t make 
sense. Yes, it was a risk. I wanted to get to market sooner, 
rather than later, but of course what good is that if in 
the end they don’t go forward with any of the varieties 
that I put in the lab (that’s essentially what happened). 
I knew at the very least I would gain an understanding 
of the process, and the variability of the rate of increase 
between the clones, as well as the variability of the 
cycles. And fundamentally I would see whether or not 
the lab could successfully tissue culture 2n=18 and 2n=20 
reticulata iris. 

If all you need is a small number of bulbs like 25 
or 50, there are things you can do to help get there 
reasonably quickly. For example, you can replant every 
year, bringing any small bulbs/bulblets up closer to the 
soil surface, as well as give them more space and a little 
bit of fertilizer at the right time. 
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Listed top row to bottom, left to right: 
‘Ruby’; 03-HW-1; ‘Holland Glory’; 03-FQ-1; 05-GQ-3; 05-HW-1; 03-CV-4; 03-AQ-1; ‘Regal’; 05-GQ-3; 05-BL-4; ‘Snow and Sky’ 
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Wim has now been growing ‘Spot On’ (87-DQ-1) 
for 15 years. It was amazing to walk the field in 2011 
and pace out 32 m of it (the rows are 1.5 m wide). In 
2012 I paced out 77 m and was told that the bed had been 
planted denser. As I write this, the field is being planted 
for 2013. I won’t be surprised if this spring I am able to 
pace off 190 m or slightly more. Wow. Now we’re getting 
somewhere! A guess might be that’s 35,000 bulbs. 

On one hand that’s quite something. But the new 
variety “Blue Note’, had 0.25 hectares under cultivation 
last year, which I estimated to be more than 250,000 
bulbs. Depending on how many were sold, substantially 
more than that were likely replanted this past fall. 

“White Caucasus’ isn’t one of my hybrids as such. 
Rather it appeared one year in my garden in some collected 
bulbs from the Lake Sevan area of Armenia. Wim and 
Mark have released only a small quantity of bulbs of 
“White Caucasus’ over the past 3 years while they continue 
to build up stock. As a result it can be purchased from 
several English bulb retailers, as well as Bulbs-Bollen.nl in 
Holland (European Union orders only). 

Mark says my hybrids are “not complete.” What he 
means by that is, he wants them to have large flowers 
and normal standards—to be normal reticulata iris, so- 
to-speak. The reality is, two of the original three parents 
are small, so by their very nature, the siblings are going 
to tend to be small. 7. danfordiae, which has a bristle 
instead of a standard, sells by the millions every year. It’s 
understandable that its siblings aren’t going to tend to 
have normal standards, but does that really matter? 

I understand the idea of large flowers—they attract 
your eye from a distance. However there’s nothing wrong 
with small flowers. They’re perfect for rock garden 
settings. If you want a larger patch, just plant more bulbs. 
For visual impact it also helps if they are brightly colored 
(e.g. whites, yellows, oranges). Of course what the grower 
is looking at is the large-scale commercial market. 

Unlike daffodils or tulips, reticulatas can’t be used 
as cut flowers. They can however be grown and sold in 
pots. This is referred to as the “green trade.” In this case 
larger flowers means fewer bulbs are needed to fill a pot 
with blooms. For a given selling price, that means the 
grower gets more per bulb. Alternatively, the pot could 
be sold for less (i.e. making it more attractive for the 
customer to buy), but I'm more convinced the middle 
man will simply take a larger profit, rather than pass the 
cost savings on to the customer. 

With all of the time and effort taken to build up a 
stock, and the economies of scale, growers want to find 
the perfect flower, and grow it in large quantities for years 
and years. In my mind, as a consumer, I want something 
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new every year, just like fashion. Yes, I enjoy what I have, 
but Ialso get excited about trying a couple more. With a 
wide range of colors people can pick what fancies them 
at the time. One year browns, another whites, and yet 
another oranges or yellows. 

I think it’s unfortunate that we keep seeing the 
same old varieties in garden centers year after year. It 
is nice to have certain classic old favorites, for example 
“Tete-a-Tete’ in daffodils. It’s a great cultivar. I have this 
same feeling for lovely dark blue 7. reticulata. Can you 
imagine if bearded irises were like that? We would still 
be growing the tailored varieties of the 1930s and 1940s 
in limited colors. A few from that era, like ‘Wabash’ for 
instance, are quite nice, but look at how far bearded irises 
have come today and continue to evolve. 

In northern Holland there is a flower show, called 
the Lentetuin (“Spring Garden” in Dutch), held at 
the end of February in Breezand. In 2012 my hybrid 
‘Avalanche’ (98-NP-4), a bright white with navy accents, 
was awarded “Primeur Lentetuin 2012.” 

So, why the Dutch market? My dream is to one day 
have my hybrids widely available. It would be wonderful 
to go into a local garden centre in the fall and see one or 
more of my hybrids being sold along with the other boxes 
of dry bulbs. Also, I don’t have room here for commercial 
production, even on a small scale. I just have enough for 
all of my hybridizing work. As well it’s a matter of where 
do I want to put my time, along with what Pm most 
interested in; to which the clear answer is hybridizing. 
In addition, the Dutch have great growing conditions as 
well as a distribution and marketing network. 

To date I have introduced almost 40 hybrids, 
primarily through Janis Ruksans in Latvia. They are all 
ones that Wim was not interested in going through with, 
but I thought were quite nice, or in the case of the F1 
“just blues,” represented a significant breakthrough. 

Over the years I’ve given a number of talks about 
my work, but the trouble was I never had any bulbs 
to sell’. I finally gave in and have started a small-scale 
“commercial” operation at a farm about two hours away 
near Lake Erie. At the moment it takes a solid day to get 
the bulbs planted, and it takes two days to dig them, plus 
another day for sorting, etc. The benefit for me, and the 
real reason I am doing this, is for off-site propagation, 
particularly of some of my newest hybrids (to give me 
additional bulbs for hybridizing). The only reason this is 


possible now, is because I’m retired. 


5 The issue is not about any money; it’s about letting other 
people also enjoy my hybrids. The money is still important 
to pay expenses, and is a way for people show they appreciate 
what I’m doing. 


Garden Import, a mail-order bulb retailer 
here in Toronto sold three of my hybrids for 
the first time this year: ‘Starlight’ (94-HW-1, 
white with blue accents), ‘Storm’ (98-NP-2, 
nearly solid black veining and spotting on 
a yellow ground with blue style arms), and 
‘Sea Green’ (97-CQ-1, green and dark blue 
that slowly fades to light blue when the 
flowers finish). Interestingly, they sold out in 
reverse order. I am looking forward to seeing 
what I can supply next year, and how well 
customers respond. 


Cultivation Tips 

I highly recommend replanting your 
reticulata iris every two or three years. Give 
the bulbs a reasonable amount of space. It’s 
actually a good idea to plant some in another 
part of the garden. That way if something 
happens to one patch, such as a critter digging 
it up, you'll always have the others. If you 
plant some in a sunny location and some in 
a shady location, you can extend the growing 
season. It’s also a good idea to plant some 
early varieties and some later ones. 

If you happen to plant seeds, be sure to 
cover them each winter with a mulch of leaves, 
or better yet, straw (leaves have a tendency 
to blow off). This isn’t to protect them from 
freezing. It’s actually to protect against sudden 
cold snaps. If there’s a warm spell for several 
days or a week, the seeds/seedlings might 
germinate. Their cell sap starts to flow. If you 
then have a sudden deep cold snap, the cells 
don’t have the same antifreeze capability. All 
that the leaves and straw do is act as a buffer 
to keep the soil surface frozen. Once the snow 
has melted you can remove most of the straw. 


Last Words 

When you consider the world of reticulata 
iris is blue and purples, what I’ve been able to 
do is truly incredible. Now if only I could get 
other Dutch bulb growers to realize that, so 
together we can get them into your garden! 
My wish for you—plant a few new reticulata 
iris this year. %

‘Sea Green’ 
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hither MDBs and Pumilas?

For those unfamiliar with what the requirements 
are for an iris to be considered a miniature dwarf 
bearded, let us take a quick look at what the AIS 
Handbook for Judges and Show Officials (pg. 110, 112) 
has to say: 


“bearded irises up to 20 cm (8 inches) in height. 
Stems are usually unbranched; flowers are 4 to 
7.5 cm (1.6 to 3 inches) wide; earliest blooming 
of all bearded irises. (...) Most recent varieties 
are one-half to three-quarters Iris pumila. 

(...) The balance of the percentage in hybrid 
miniature dwart bearded irises is frequently 
complex, deriving from tetraploid tall or 
border bearded irises, the 40-chromosome 
complex of species recently reclassified as 7. 
lutescens, and, increasingly, I. aphylla. Neatly 
clipped, bushy beards are preferable to thin, 
straggly ones.” 


These little irises have taken a backseat to the tall, 
border, miniature tall, intermediate, and standard 
dwarf bearded irises because most iris growers today 
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prefer a much splashier, more colorful display in their 
yards and gardens. Another reason for their not being 
as popular is that they do not do well in the warmest 
areas of the United States. Yet, for those of us who 
do grow and love these little ones, when winter is on 
the wane and spring is barely starting, the MDBs are a 
most heartwarming, joyful experience to behold. They 
are good plants to spice up the rock garden, but they 
also form mats or clumps in the garden when planted 
in front of standard dwarfs and other, taller varieties. 
It is indeed a treat to walk into the garden and see 
them in bloom. They make up for their diminutive 
stature with myriad colors that when viewed from 
above resemble small carpets. Each tiny rhizome can 
produce more than one scape (a short, thin, leafless 
stalk growing directly from the ground). When 
fertilized, the flowers form seed pods that rest right at 
ground level. As a result, the tagging of the seed pods 
can be very tricky because in wet regions (as well as in 
areas where summer watering is done), the writing on 
the tags can be washed away, and the tags also make 
good food for insects. 


Sixty years ago, the hybridizing of MDBs was at its peak. 
In the 1940s Robert Schreiner and Paul Cook imported 
seeds and plants of 7. pumila. From these, four were named 
and became important early breeders—the tiny ‘Nana’ 
(Schreiner’s, NR), the pollen fertile “Cretica’ (Atchley, 
1929), the pod fertile “Carpathia (Schreiner’s, NR), and 
‘Sulina’ (Schreiner’s, NR), all of which have disappeared 
over the years. These four varieties are present in many of 
the family lines of modern varieties in the classes of bearded 
irises. [ris pumila became important in the development of 
MDBs and SDBs because it is a tetraploid. Oddly enough, 
as far as has been determined, I. pumila arose from two 
diploids, 7. pseudopumila and I. attica. 

Of the modern MDBs introduced today, I. pumila 
does not figure into their immediate parentages. Many are 
descended from SDBs and that leaves me wondering about 
the statement in the judging handbook as to recent varieties 
having that much 7. pumila content. Personally, I find that 
some modern MDBs grow way beyond the height limit 
here on the high desert plateau in eastern Washington State. 
One in particular grew 16” tall, and I finally discarded it. 

All this brings me to how MDBs factor into my 
hybridizing work. Ten years ago, I began intercrossing 
clones of I. pumila, some which I obtained from the Willotts, 
some species and named varieties which I purchased from 
American hybridizers, some which I grew from SIGNA 
seed and other sources, and some which I purchased from 
European growers or received from a fellow in Russia. At 
first I only intercrossed these, because I liked their smaller 
height as well as the fact that they took up less room than 
other bearded irises. Then I became fascinated by them. 
Besides intercrossing them, I tried to cross them with

MDBs, though many MDBs, because of their complex 
bloodlines, are infertile. However, 2012 proved me wrong 
about some that had seemed infertile for several years. 
Perhaps weather had a lot to do with that, but for some 
reason this year several crosses of pumilas with MDBs 
produced pods with very good seeds. Those MDB varieties 
which, for some reason, proved to be fertile this year were 
‘Behold Titania’ (Hager, 2003) (pod, pollen), ‘Coral Carpet’ 
(Chapman, 1999) (pod), ‘Keeno’ (Johnson, 2009) (pollen), 
‘Peepers’ (Miller, 1991) (pod), and ‘Pirate’s Apprentice’ 
(Hager, 2003) (pollen). One species which proved to be a 
good pod parent was the yellow form of I. taurica, which 
Rodionenko calls the “Russian pumila”. As I have observed 
the results of using I. pumila hybrids, I have given up using 
purple forms because this color is too dominant. 

One of my pure I. pumila seedlings that I find 
delightful is “Sudden Butterflies’, a 3.5-inch tall variety 
that I registered as SPEC-X in 2010. It has jaunty, flaring 
falls with diffused fall spots and beards which I prefer to 
call “feathered” rather than “straggly.” Another seedling 
that I registered also in 2010 as an MDB 1s a six-inch tall 
variety named ‘My Huckleberry Friend’, which arose 
from a cross of Marky Smith’s SDB ‘Photon’ (2005) by 
an I. pumila seedling of mine “Jpum8.” I find the veining 
laid against the mauve background and the orange- 
in-the-throat beard makes a pleasing combination. 
‘Convection’, another MDB I registered in 2010, came 
from crossing an SDB by a named pure I. pumila hybrid: 
‘Fiesta Flame’ X ‘Lesser Goldfinch’. I have used the 
named 7. pumila ‘Crouching Tiger’ (Tankesley-Clarke, 
2003) with the shorter quarter arilbred ‘Concerto 
Grosso’ (Mathes, 1998) to produce CGxCT1, a six-inch

seedling that produces mats of flowers with small foliage 
like its Z. pumila mother. I used ‘Crouching Tiger’ pollen 
on the regelia species I. stolonifera and ended up with a 
wee, halfbred arilmedian that has the regelia form. Other 
seedlings from my breeding that I am working with 
are my I. pumila hybrid Jpum8; LDBxCT3, a pure Z. 
pumila whose falls have wide white shoulders that share 


prominent maroon-brown fall spots with wide yellow 
fall tips; and a sib to ‘Convection’ that has prominent 
red-brown spots on the falls and orange beards that have 
pale yellow darts at their tips. 

I wonder—do we really want MDBs with only flaring 
falls? Do we want larger flowers on MDBs that look more 
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like SDBs and are borne on branched stems? Do we want 
MDBs whose parents and other recent ancestors come 
only from SDBs? Are we limited to having MDBs that 
only have bushy beards? Should pure I. pumila hybrids be 
excluded from being classed as MDBs because they don’t 
have rounded standards and flaring falls? I like MDBs that 
are in the three to five inch height range, and that’s why 
I keep playing “MDB roulette” with pumilas and other 
things. I wish more people were working with MDBs. *%

Germination of beardless iris seeds BoB HOLLINGWORTH 


Everything I do is focused on getting a quick start for 
the seedlings before they are planted out in order to save 
a year before they flower. The idea is to go from cross to 
flower in 2 years. 


1 After harvest and drying, the seeds from each cross 
are placed in small synthetic mesh (tulle) bags. 


2 They are then soaked in water for 10-14 days 
with daily water changes to remove germination 
inhibitors. (I also tried the old trick of hanging them 
in the toilet tank for regular water changes, but that’s 
more amusing than helpful). 


3 The seeds are then transferred to diluted Clorox (about 
1:7 dilution) for an hour or so to surface sterilize 
them, rinsed quickly twice with boiled water, drained 
and put in a sealed container in the refrigerator for 3 
months (October through December). 


4 After this vernalization, they are transferred to 
sterile closed jars (e.g. Mason jars) in the light and 
at room temperature (often with some bottom 
warmth to 80-85°F if they prove a bit reluctant to 
germinate). There is no growth medium in the jars 
— just the seeds and a minimal amount of moisture. 
Despite (or maybe because of) this semi-sterile 
technique, fungus attacks happen once in a while. 
A quick soak in Cleary 3336 fungicide and rewash 


generally clear this up and has no negative effects on 
the seeds/seedlings. 


5 Germination usually begins within a week or two. 
(Tetraploids often take longer). 


6 As the seedlings grow to 1-3 inches tall, they are 
transferred to flats (9” x 14”) with 67 deep individual 
growth chambers (“multipots” used for tree 
seedlings) and grown under lights until ready to plant 
out in June/July. By this time they are substantial 
plants 12-15” tall with strong root systems. 


7 If all goes well, as many as 50% will bloom the 
following year. 


This method involves some extra fussing but, other 
than basketball, what else is a northern winter for? You 
can pre-plan the seedling rows because you do know 
exactly how many seedlings from which crosses will be 
transferred there. Also if you do seedlings treatments, 
such as colchicine to produce tetraploids, the newly 
germinated seedlings can be observed and taken from 
the jars at just the right time. I have used this method 
primarily with Siberians but it works well with other 
beardless irises such as I.setosa, Japanese and “pseudatas”. 
It also works with hostas and who knows what else? 
(Thanks to Currier McEwen and Bob Bauer/John Coble 
for ideas that helped to develop the system). 


GARY SLAGLE GIBBSTOWN, NEW JERSEY 


I have been crossing iris for 10 years now , so by most eyes in the world of irises I’m still a rookie ... Yes I have 
made my rookie mistakes , but I have learned from them. I start planting the weekend after Thanksgiving. I have 
found that planting in a gallon-sized pot or smaller works best, using a sterile potting mix. I moisten the mix slightly 
so it can be packed tightly in the pot. Planting in a dry mix causes seeds to sink too deep in the mix, a rookie mistake. 
I pack the moistened mix to within an inch from the top. Put the seeds from the cross onto the packed mix, cover 
with half an inch of moistened mix and pack lightly. Set out all winter and let Mother Nature do her thing. But just 
one word of caution - if you have squirrels around, you will have more than iris seeds sprouting in the spring. I cover 
my pots with cheap screening material from my local hardware store. 


KEITH KEPPEL SALEM, OREGON 


Being a fanatic in regard to preserving parentages, 
I never plant seed in the open ground. For a period of 
several years you cannot use the same spot twice; not 
all seeds germinate the first year and may subsequently 
appear in the midst of later sowings. (Orville Fay used to 
write how blacks would appear in the midst of Dave Hall’s 
flamingo pinks as the consequence of reusing seed beds.) 

All my crosses go into individual pots. If germination 
is low, it is easy enough to hold the pot over for a second 


MITCH JAMESON ST. JOSEPH, MISSOURI 


Germination of iris seeds is often quite forgiving. 
Ben Hager often planted in the ground green at harvest 
time. Keith Keppel has astronomical success in pots in 
the greenhouse with early germination in the spring. 
I still go by fall planting sunken pots keeping moist, 
because it works usually at least some. still plan some 
year to plant in ground under a board as it makes good 
sense. ground planting ties up space for years if you 
track the slow to germinate 


year. Once the soil in the pots is dumped, it is recycled 
to the flower or shrub borders, while any late-germinating 
irises are destroyed as weeds. 


W. TERRY VARNER, REPRINTED (INSERT CITATION) 


Pve used the following method for 
germinating Bearded Iris seeds for 22 years. 
Percentage of germination with this method 
varies, but normally about 35%; however, 
sometimes 0%. Seeds remain viable for 
at least 5-6 years. The seeds are normally 
planted in late October in pots. Seeds of 
bearded iris prefer a cold stratification to 
germinate well. I receive higher germination 
success by freezing the seeds prior to 
planting as described under storing seeds. It 
is not necessary to soak them. 

The seeds are planted in a mixture 
of purchased top-soil, humus, sand and 
compost. Sand and compost compose about 
1/3 of the mixture. The components were 
purchased at local discount stores and a cement plant. Plastic pans and pots are used as containers and can be found at 
local garage sales. They are planted in a 3” x 3” area per seed capsule, regardless of the number of seeds and covered 
with about 1/2” of sand. Once planted, containers are placed in a safe place in the garden. The containers are soaked 
thoroughly when planted, then covered with about 6” of straw. When it snows I normally pile extra snow over the 
straw. Once the seeds begin to germinate, I remove the straw. 

After planting, the seeds are generally never watered until after they begin to germinate, and then watered from 
above almost daily. Liquid seaweed or Miracle-Gro, mixed in water, is used about once a week. The seeds will begin 
to sprout from the last week of March through mid-April. The rate of growth varies according to the weather. The 
seedlings are normally transplanted by June 1, regardless of size, directly from seed flats into the ground. The garden 
soil they are transplanted into is a mixture of sand, river silt and compost (which is added yearly). All my beds are 
raised and edged with 6” treated lumber. Once planted into the garden/nursery beds, the seedlings are watered 
regularly, often daily. They are fed sprayings of liquid fertilizer every 15 days. They are also fed alfalfa pellets after 
being in the ground two weeks. Monthly feeding of alfalfa pellets continues until September 1. About 65% bloom in 
the first year. If they fail to bloom by the second year, they are tossed, except in a very rare cross. 

A simple method that provides at least some germination would be to freeze seeds upon drying, plant in flats in 
October, and cover with straw until germination. Germination should be at least 25%. I hold flats for 3 years, keeping 
them in a dry, protected place until the following October. I generally get seeds to germinate in all three years. *% 
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‘Rosalie Figge’ (McKnew, 1993) takes first prize for me. 
The first few years I grew it in Omaha, there was much 
more bloom in the fall than spring. Once established 
though, spring and fall became a certainty. The deep 
violet can almost approach black in the falls. I know the 
light spray of white at the hafts is plicata genes trying 
to push through, as we have a yellow-grounded plicata 
seedling from it. This year in Oregon, ‘Rosalie Figge’ 
started reblooming in July. There were times in August 
and September that we had many clumps in bloom. Even 
in November, there are often still blooms. It does tend to 
have more buds in the fall, but can produce decent stalks 
under a wide variety of weather conditions. 


‘Days of Summer’ (Stanek, 2002) may be one you’ve 
never seen. It reblooms among the best of any iris I’ve 
grown in the Midwest. The summer in its name is no 
mistake. We often get the first rebloom stalks in the July. 
I have seen established clumps bloom in the fall at levels 
on par with spring bloom. ‘Days of Summer’ is not a 
loud color, but is a very pleasing soft yellow with ruffles 
that are often more lovely in the fall. Plant this one near 
darker chrysanthemums for a great effect. 
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If an iris with wide form on tall stalks is your idea of a 
great iris in the fall, maybe ‘Double Shot’ (G. Sutton, 
2000) will do as well for you as it has done for me. It 
had the best form of any reliable rebloomer in Nebraska. 
When we judge irises, we are always encouraged to 
select for distinctiveness. There are a lot of plicatas, even 
a lot of reblooming plicatas out there. ‘Double Shot’ is 
distinctive for excellence in rebloom in many climates. 


The most accurately named iris on this list is ‘Constant 
Companion.’ (Marsh, 1995) This IB was first discovered 
in the seedling patch in the fall. It’s pleasing in deep 
violet and has pretty form with nice domed standards. 
‘Constant Companion’ tolerates mulching and being 
near the yard sprinkler. It grows so rapidly that it does 
best if half the clump is dug so it can be fertilized from 
the side and keep right on going. 
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Another lesser known iris keeps earning its place in my 
garden each year. ‘Echo Location’ (Wilkerson, 2007) is 
a lovely soft buttery yellow, with tiny burgundy plicata 
marks just visible near the heart of its blooms. This iris 
often blooms in the summer. It does have the lovely trait 
of starting off, and then continuing to put up more and 
more stalks as the season goes on. This variety starts early 
enough so as not to be taken down by frost. It is a favorite 
of mine as it is more ruffled than most cold weather 
rebloomers. Plus it is never short on buds, spring or fall. 


‘I’m Back’ (Johnson, 2007) has lived up to its name. 
The intense velvet falls give it terrific impact in the 
garden. It may not rebloom every year, but you are sure 
to remember and appreciate it when it does. 


I may always be the fondest of irises which can rebloom 
in the colder zones, but now that we call Oregon home, 
a few new faces are making the list. Surely well known, 
‘Florentine Silk’ (Keppel, 2005) has been a favorite of 
mine since I first saw it as a seedling. I came across my 
notes from that day and I wrote something to the effect 
of this is a Dykes Medal winner for sure! It reblooms in 
late summer here in Oregon, landing it securely in my 
favorite reblooming irises list. The lovely colors, form 
and ruffles are especially welcome in the off season. 


I suspect if I had grown it in Nebraska, that this last iris 
would have been higher on this list. I once read that Bill 
Marryott felt ‘Pure As Gold’ (1993) was his best iris. 
That may have been before “That’s All Folks’ (2005), but 
‘Pure As Gold’ has stood the test of time. With great 
color and lovely form, it performs very well in summer 


and fall here in Oregon.

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I could be wrong—it is possible that ‘Forever Blue’ 
(Chapman, 1997) is more aptly named than ‘Constant 
Companion.’ An SDB, ‘Forever Blue’ may be the odd 
iris that actually reblooms better in colder zones. Once 
it was established, it did start in late summer in Nebraska 
and continued putting up stalks through fall. It is a lovely 
blue, and a welcome sight each time a new stalk begins. 


Let’s hope in 10 years I can write a list of favorite rebloomers, 
and the list includes irises with form and ruffles in line with 
‘Kitty Kay’ (Keppel, 2002), “Adriatic Waves’ (Keppel, 2009) 
or ‘Decadence’ (Blyth, 2004). Progress is being made, but it 
takes many more seedlings to get a quality rebloomer. At 
least hybridizers working on rebloom can’t complain that 
everything has already been done! %

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Aphylla Genes in 
My Breeding Program 


BY LOIC TASQUIER, NETHERLANDS 


The main idea behind my project is to get a multitude of smaller flowers on elegant thinner stalks with a 
candelabra branching starting from very low on the stalk. Of course, early rebloom would be a bonus. 

In order to achieve that, my main tools are the elegant tetraploid MTB irises with Iris aphylla genes bred by Ben 
Hager, Ken Fisher, Jim and Vicki Craig. They have dedicated a whole life of iris breeding to bring these genes up to 
such a standard that we now have the privilege not to work with advanced, 7. aphylla-derived varieties—in essence, 
what we’ve got to play with today is much better than what they had to start with, and I will be forever thankful. 

Tris aphylla is a small rebloomer with slender stalks, low branching and many small flowers, a plus compared to 
the I. pumila that has only one flower at the end of it’s stalk. By using 7. aphylla instead of I. pumila, you get thinner 
stalks, smaller flowers, with a more elegant general appearance than the SDBs that often have a tendency of being 
crowded. It also seems to have a great influence in the intensity of the the colors of the offsprings 

More hybridizers like Terry Aitken, George Sutton, Paul Black, Lynn Markham, Cindy Rust, Bill Chaney, 
D.C.Nearpass, Harald Mathes and Olga Wells have produced interesting irises with J. aphylla genes that I’m using too. 


Let me list a few that I’ve used: 


‘Apricot Drops’ (1995) is from Terry Aitken. It is pod 
and pollen fertile and a rebloomer. 


‘Claire Doodle’ (2000) from D.C. Nearpass is a lovely 
pale blue with darker veins and yellow beards. 


‘Coral Caper’ (Terry Aitken, 2007) is an excellent 
grower, great rebloomer, with great branching and 
intense color. I couldn’t wait to start using it, even 
though I think its flowers are too big for a MTB. It is 
such a fantastic parent! 


‘Elegant Lass’ (2002) is registered as a BB from the 
Craigs, but it’s thinner stems and low branching show 
it has Z. aphylla genes. It reblooms exceptionally well. 
Three of its siblings have been registered: ‘Enriched’ 
(2000), ‘Fresh Image’ (2000) and ‘Smash’ (2001). It is 
both pod and pollen fertile. 


‘Lucy Doodle’ (2003) is another tetraploid, variegata 
MTB from D.C. Nearpass. 
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Harald Mathes’ yellow aphylla seedling has the parentage 
Gladbeck Yellow X I. schachtii. It is fertile both ways. It has 
an unusual combination of genes. Most seedlings I got were 
not great, but once in a while something special comes up! 


‘Petite Charm’ (2009) from Paul Black has 7. aphylla 
genes. Both parents have his seedling K297A as a grand 
mother. Amazing curly flowers. Fertile both ways. 


‘Pushing The Envelope’ (2008) is one of the many 
registered seedlings George Sutton got from ‘Ben A Factor’ 
X ‘Ahawahnee Princess’. Even though its pollen is not 
good, it is an exceptional iris with exceptional bud count 
that leads to loads of pods. It also has good branching, 
reblooms, and grows rampantly. Don’t be fooled by it’s 
understated flower, it is going to be important. Registered 
as a SDB, it grows as tall as an MTB. 


‘Red Trooper’ (2007) from Ken Fisher has been a great 
help for intensifying color. It also has great branching on 
very elegant thin stalks and is fertile both ways. 


‘Sailboat’ (2006) a little, white-blue reblooming amoena 
from the Craigs that is fertile both ways. 


‘Smash’ (2001) from the Craigs is an “Elegant Lass’ sibling, 
though completely different, tailored and bicolored. It is 
also pod and pollen fertile and a rebloomer as well. 


‘Step Ahead’ (1989) disappears completely in the winter. 
It shares more genes with the wild-type species, but still 
sports a very advanced shape for the time! It is pod fertile. 


‘Tender Kiss’ (2011) was my first decent seedling with 
I. aphylla. I was beaming when I saw its branching! It 
always has a minimum of seven flowers on 21” stalk. 
Registered as an IB, its parentage is Smash X Miss Nellie. 


Even though I am crossing all these beauties with 
every sort of bearded iris, I will only present the crosses 
I've made with the smaller classes, the reason being 
purely technical—I had more time in the early season 
to make decent pictures. Later I got overwelmed by the 
amount of seedlings to evaluate and couldn’t spend too 
much time with the camera. 


These F1 seedlings I have obtained don’t have all the 
characteristics I aim for, but the main asset they already 
have is the branching. Most of them are SDBs with four 
or five flowers, while some are taller with a minimum of 
seven flowers. I will have to select the F2s with the smaller 
flowers, with hopes that the F3s should be alright! 

I hope I’ve illustrated how using 7. aphylla derivatives 
can quickly improve bud count and branching in just one 
or two generations. I had to share all this with you and hope 
it will give you new ideas for your breeding program. These 
are mostly F1s and will certainly have to be improved— 
the branching needs to be widened and the flowers have to 
be smaller. But thanks to the breeders I mentioned above, 
who dared to think outside the box, there is a new way to 
improve our beloved irises, and the more we play with the 
gene pool, the more surprises we will come across. *%

e Height, color, distinguishing features 
e Year of introduction (if applicable) 


The packing list should include the contributors email address to receive an electronic receipt. Absent of an 
email address a receipt will be mailed to all contributors.
